How to cancel your Ventra card when you move 



Delays, dormancy fees 
can complicate CTA fare 
card refund process 

By Tracy Swartz i redeye 
When Marc Sherman and his wife moved 
from Bucktown to Seattle in the spring, he 
contacted Ventra customer service represen- 
tatives to cancel their accounts and get a re- 
fund for the combined $43 remaining on their 
Ventra cards. 

Sherman was told to send a utility bill to 
prove he and his wife were living out of state. 
Sherman provided the paperwork in early 
June and waited. And waited some more. Fi- 
nally, after four months, Sherman received a 
check for the leftover Ventra card funds. 

“If [Ventra is] going to charge a fee to those 
who don’t go through their cancellation pro- 
cess, I would expect this cancellation process 
to be a relatively smooth and well-thought- 
through operation. But alas ...” Sherman, 39, 
told RedEye. 

Sherman and his wife Cindy took advan- 
tage of a little-known opportunity that allows 
Ventra users who move out of state to cancel 
their account and seek a refund if they pro- 
vide documentation that they have moved. 

If riders don’t use the funds on their card on 
buses or trains for 18 continuous months, $5 
is deducted per month until there is no more 
money in the account. The Ventra dormancy 
fee has been controversial among CTA riders, 
who call it an unfair deduction. 

CTA spokeswoman Catherine Hosin- 
ski said Sherman’s case is an uncommon one. 
Most riders are told to spend down the bal- 
ance on their accounts before they move. 
Still, the option to seek a refund exists. 

Riders who submit eligible requests with 
proper documentation should receive refunds 
within four to six weeks, Hosinski said. 

Emails between Sherman and Ventra that 
Sherman provided RedEye show delays in 
paperwork review by the CTA. A Ventra cus- 
tomer service agent told Sherman she didn’t 


know how long the refund process would take. 

Refunds can be issued for either the money 
in the transit account, any unused unlimited 
rides passes or a combination of the two with 
a maximum value of $300. 

Riders who want to seek a refund have 
to either call Ventra customer service at 
1-877-669-8368 or stop by the Ventra custom- 
er service center, 165 N. Jefferson St. 

Riders must provide documentation of 


the new address, which includes a utility bill, 
copy of a tenant lease, auto or home insurance 
card with the new address pre-printed, recent 
property tax bill or vehicle registration form. 

To be eligible for a refund, the account must 
have a minimum balance of $10. Refunds can- 
not be issued on pre-tax benefits. 

Before CTA transitioned to Ventra, the 
agency did not issue refunds on its disposable 
magnetic stripe cards, used by about 75 per-

cent of its ridership. 

Riders with Chicago Card Plus, which 
functioned like Ventra accounts, could seek 
refunds for money on their account if they 
moved out of state or proved that they could 
no longer use CTA services. 

The dormancy fee is new with Ventra. The 
CTA said it notifies riders who have registered 
Ventra cards three months in advance of their 
accounts reaching dormancy at 18 months. 

The CTA slowed its transition to Ventra a 
year ago so Ventra vendor Cubic Transporta- 
tion Systems could fix glitches the CTA said 
have been fixed. The CTA fully transitioned 
to Ventra in July 

Riders were allowed to transfer their bal- 
ances from some magnetic-stripe cards and 
Chicago Cards to their Ventra cards through 
early September. More than 6,000 cards were 
mailed in, totaling more than $45,000. 

“I am not disgruntled, bitter, or looking 
for retribution,” Sherman told RedEye about 
the refund process. “I’m mostly just amused 
and annoyed because I’ve followed the Ventra 
saga over the past few years.”

SEEING (PEOPLD SPOTS? 


Colorful outdoor 
patios around 
Chicago are good for 
business, council says

Those colorful outdoor seating ar- 
eas around Lakeview, Andersonville, 
Bronzeville and the Loop might be 
good for area businesses, according to 
a study by the local Metropolitan Plan- 
ning Council. 

For the past three summers, the 
cit/s Department of Transportation 
has ceded to pedestrians a handful of 
parking spots around the North Side, 
Bronzeville and downtown. Called 
“People Spots,” the spaces feature 
public seating and patios. There are 
currently nine spots around the city 

The Metropolitan Planning Coun- 
cil had the nine spots surveyed this 
year. The group collected data from 


loo people and about 40 business 
owners who help fund the spots. Most 
people surveyed said the People Spots 
encouraged neighborhood shopping 
and in many cases prompted passers- 
by to stop and make unplanned pur- 
chases at nearby businesses. 

About 80 percent of the surveyed 
business owners said the spots were 
good for business because they en- 
couraged foot traffic. And some said 
they saw a 10 to 20 percent uptick in 
sales after the spots were installed, ac- 
cording to survey results. 

More than 90 percent of the people 
surveyed said the spots “improved the 
vibe” of the streets. 

‘Anything that can enliven a com- 
munity and get people to come out of 
their homes and be a part of {the street 
life] is really positive,” said Chrissy 
Mancini Nichols, director of research 
at the Metropolitan Planning Council. 
‘A lot of people said they would be at 


home if not for the spots: ‘We were 
home, we wanted to come outside, and 
now we have a place to sit.’ ” 

Roughly 450 people hang out in the 
people spots on an average day, she 
noted. When the spots are removed 
for the winter months, about 18 park- 
ing spots become available again. 

Businesses and community groups 
can apply online for a spot, Mancini 
Nichols said. She’s heard of interest 
from developers and business owners 
around the city 

Francis Lee, the owner of De Rice at 
920 E. 47th St. in Kenwood told sur- 
veyors that the People Spot near his 
restaurant was easier to maintain than 
a sidewalk cafe, which can require a 
complicated permit process. He also 
said it makes people “feel safer and 
more comfortable” spending time out- 
side De Rice.

City pays some 
refunds on red light 
camera snafus

City Hall has promised 126 refunds to drivers tagged for 
$100 fines during suspicious spikes in red light camera tick- 
ets discovered by a Tribune investigation, but upheld thou- 
sands of other tickets issued at the same times — all without 
explaining what caused the sudden surges. 

The refund letters dated last week are the first public ac- 
knowledgment by the city that some drivers were targeted 
in error by a camera system prone to ticket spikes — some 
lasting weeks — that the city says it never noticed. 

Mayor Emanuel’s administration offered to review nearly 
16,000 tickets issued during spikes exposed by the Tribune 
in July, and about 3,300 responses came back. ATribune re- 
view of who got those letters and the way the appeals are 
being conducted raises new questions about the city’s effort 
to restore confidence in Chicago’s beleaguered camera pro- 
gram. 

The city ignored tens of thousands of tickets by limiting 
their review to the 12 intersections with the most dramatic 
spikes highlighted by the Tribune. Even then, the city left 
thousands of drivers out of their review because of how it 
defined the duration of the surges. In other cases, the city 
included tickets when cameras were performing as ex- 
pected— potentially increasing the likelihood those tickets 
would be upheld on review. 

The examinations themselves, conducted by an outside 
auditing firm, were done in private and focused on whether 
the videotape of the violations showed drivers broke the 
traffic law. The examiners did not consider whether the 
camera system was working properly, as an administrative 
law judge might do in a regular appeal. 

More broadly, the city’s limited focus on potential re- 
funds for a subset of drivers never addressed the fundamen- 
tal questions about the oversight, reliability and fairness of a 
program already mired in a federal corruption investigation 
into allegations the city’s ex-vendor paid $2 million in bribes 
to get the business.

Twelve people were killed in homicides in 
Chicago in the last week, including two 
female victims found stabbed 
to death Sunday in Dunning, a 
Northwest Side community, a 
RedEye analysis of preliminary 
police 


data found. 

On Sunday, a 
y-year-old girl and 
34-year-old wom- 
an were found 
stabbed to death 
in a domestic case 
in the 3400 block 
of North Odell 
Avenue, according to officials. 

Dunning, which counted 42,000 resi- 
dents in the 2010 Census, has loose bor- 
ders of Montrose Avenue to the north, 
Belmont Avenue to the south, Cumber- 
land Avenue to the west and Austin Avenue 
to the east. 

Dunning has logged three homicides so 
far this year. Dunning recorded one homi- 
cide last year, a stabbing fatality, the same 
as in 2012. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were 
logged in the last week in Chicago Lawn, 
Englewood, Humboldt Park, New City, 
North Lawndale, South Chicago, South 
Shore and West Englewood, according to 
police information. 

Meanwhile, a 20 -year-old man was 
stabbed to death Saturday in the 6500 
block of South Minerva Avenue in Wood- 
lawn, police said. Two days earlier, an 
8 8 -year-old man was beaten to death in 
the 8500 block of South Cottage Grove 
Avenue in Chatham, according to officials. 

September ended this week with 45 ho- 
micides, up from 43 homicides in Septem- 
ber 2013, RedEye determined. 

No homicides have been logged so far 
this month. Thirty-two homicides were 
recorded in October 2013, RedEye found.

GILLIAN FLYNN BRINGS 
HER DARK BESTSELLER 
TO THE SCREEN

W alking across Western Avenue 
on a muggy September after- 
noon, Lincoln Park-based “Gone Girl” 
writer Gillian Flynn stepped through 
the rutted pavement of a construction 
zone and explained with patience and 
precision how she would murder me 
one day Granted, I had asked. 

“Say you needed to kill me,” I proposed, 
“how would you do it? Hammer? Rope? A 
chain saw to the back?” Immediately I regret- 
ted asking, and not because she had an un- 
nervingly ready response. The question was 
gauche: In polite conversation, one does not 
ask a magician to perform a magic trick or a 
comedian to tell a joke, and one does not ask 
the hottest crime and mystery writer in the 
nation, particularly one with a knack for bot- 
tomless weUs of unease and characters harbor- 
ing corrosive tempers, to plot your death. It’s 
tacky Thankfully Flynn is not a polite conver- 
sationalist, and she doesn’t blink at tacky 
“So, here’s what I would do,” the 43-year- 
old novelist and first-time screenwriter said 
over howls of traffic, answering without hesi- 
tation. “I would do it quietly I am a big fan of 
done quietly And I would make it look like an 
accident, but I wouldn’t do it myself— proba- 
bly something like a ‘Strangers on a Train’ deal 
... where it couldn’t be traced back to me. And 
what I would ask for was ... for you to have a 
really bad fall. Like a really bad, bad fall, down 
some stairs. At least one hard flight of stairs. 
It’s clean and very hard to know how it hap- 
pened. I am a fan of steep stairs.”

WITH MURDER 



“I knew I wanted to write about women. Specifically, what was left unsaid. I never set out to do 
the dark side of women, but I knew I wanted to write about violence. Half of all novels seem to be 
about men, their daddy issues and their cycles of violence, and what was missing was a particular 
breed of violence that women are capable of, which is as psychological as it is physical. The truth 
is, women are not given enough credit for how mean, and how feral, they can be.” 



“Well, I’m not naturally a nice 
person. I have an imaginary vio- 
lent streak, and my first instinct 
is not to do the right thing. I’m 
just lucky. I was raised by kind 
and moral parents. But raised 
differently? A crapshoot.” 

“Nothing in [the book] was 
specific to my marriage. I was 
more fascinated with how true 
crime is covered, how in the 
face of nothing happening for 
months, TV makes its own nar- 
rative.” (Her screenplay for the 
film would eventually include a 
line, spoken by Affleck, seem- 
ingly commenting on his own 
years in the bull’s-eye: “They 
disliked me, then they liked me. 
They hated me, and now they 
love me.”) 

“I write nasty women. I do. But 
for some reason, if men do this, 
the character is an antihero. I 
get a sense that some people 
feel that women need coddling, 
or protection from negative fe- 
male characters, which is crazy. 
There are good female charac- 
ters in my books and bad. Bad 
guys and good guys.”

Cunning as a rap- 
tor and nearly as 
fast, “Gone Girl” 
is an anesthetic- 
free dissection of 
human nature. It 
pulls the masks off 
its manipulative 
characters and 
reveals something 
bloody and ugly 
underneath. 

Again: This is not 
a sunny movie. 

It is, however, 
very funny at times, in its own sick way 
That’s courtesy of Chicago-based writer 
Gillian Flynn, adapting her deservedly best 
selling novel. If you haven’t read it, do so. 

The titular girl is Amy Dunne (Ro- 
samund Pike, finally given a big-time 
starring role), who has vanished on the 
morning of her fifth wedding anniversary 
Her husband, Nick (Ben Affleck), smiles 
at the wrong times and knows nothing 
of his wife’s daily life in North Carthage, 
Mo., where the couple moved from 
NewTbrk two years prior to be closer to 
Nick’s ailing mom. Det. Rhonda Boney 
(Kim Dickens of “Friday Night Lights”) 
believes Nick; Boney’s partner, officer 
Jim Gilpin (Patrick Fugit), sees a man 
foolishly trying and failing to be likable, 
claiming to have nothing to hide while 
constantly seeming off-balance. 

(Fun fact: A smaller cop role is played 
by Lee Norris, who was Minkus on “Boy 
Meets World.”) 

Speaking of off-balance, “Gone Girl,” 
which opens Friday and is a perfect fit for 
director David Fincher (“Seven,” “The 
Social Network”), won’t give some view- 
ers what they expect. It’s sinister with a 


low quantity of violence, a thriller only 
in the drama’s diabolical genius. There’s 
also a lot to process. “Gone Girl” doesn’t 
pause for the audience to catch up, and it 
feels stuffed with plot details that don’t 
always get the attention they need. The 
motivation for certain decisions and 
errors in judgment gets swept up in two- 
and-a-half hours that fly by in an exqui- 
site, vicious blur. 

Fortunately Affleck rises to a delicate 
role, and Pike masterfully hones the sharp 
edges of Amy’s mind. When she says, “I 
prefer men who are funny not ‘funny’ ” you 
can almost see the implied air quotes. Ev- 
ery casting choice pays off, actually includ- 
ing Tyler Perry as a high-priced lawyer, Sela 
Ward (of that other “I didn’t kill my wife” 
movie, “The Fugitive”) as a TV host and 
model Emily “Blurred Lines” Ratajkowski 
as a hurricane of lips and youth and cleav- 
age, giving Andie substance even though 
she worked better in the book. 

Fincher gets points off for showing 
Nick and his twin sister, Margo (Carrie 
Coon), playing the actual game of “Life” 
when it’s obvious who here treats life as a 
game with only one possible winner. But 
the movie’s a bubbling, snarling tar pit of 
truth about liars who don’t want to be lied 
to and both the stupid and the smart fall- 
ing into their own obliviously-dug holes. 
The movie asks, can we know everything 
and nothing about someone? Can we in- 
fluence circumstances seemingly beyond 
our control? Personally and professionally, 
the characters of “Gone Girl” constantly 
try to think their way out of confinement, 
trapped like a brain inside a skull.

“Would you call that an extreme? That’s 
how I proposed [to my wife},” Feldman joked, 
“^s, every episode will be as perverse and 
ridiculous as that particular moment.

Walking the (dog) walk 


When It comes to dogs’ 
mental, physical health, 
the backyard won’t cut It

In the 15 years since Marc Matlin founded 
Chicago Dog Walkers, he’s learned a few 
things about the importance of taking Fido 
for a spin around the block. 

“Dogs like to go out and sniff around. It’s 
kind of like us reading a newspaper; they like to 
get whatever information that there is,” Matlin 
said. “It keeps them fresh and in the loop.” 

But according to a recent survey conducted 
by pet site Pet36o, when it comes to walking, 
many dogs are getting the short end of the 
leash. The poll of 4,000 dog owners— taken 
in honor of National Walk %ur Dog Week, 
which kicked off Wednesday and runs through 
Tuesday— found only 56 percent of those sur- 
veyed walk their dogs at least once a day prefer- 
ring instead to let them out in the yard. Here in 
Chicago, where yard space often is scarce, ex- 
perts say daily walks are especially key 

A typical adult dog should be walked at 
least three times a day, for a minimum of 
15 minutes or more if possible, said Dan San- 
chez, a veterinarian at South Loop Animal 
Hospital. In addition to the mental stimula- 
tion regular walking provides, Sanchez says 
the dog’s health often depends on it as well. 

“One of the biggest problems and diseases 
that we diagnose in our dogs is actually obe- 
sity” Sanchez said. ‘And so this is one of the 
major reasons why it is so important to go 
for a good long walk with most of our dogs so 
that they are getting exercise. ... Even if we’re 
throwing a ball in the yard, it’s going to be hard 
to really burn calories too much by doing that.” 

Dustin Estes typically walks 12 dogs a day 
working for Windy City Dog Walkers. The 
36 -year-old, who lives in Avondale, says walks

also present an opportunity to strengthen 
training and behavior through a daily ritual. 
With that routine, however, also comes ad- 
ditional risks, particularly in an urban setting. 

‘A lot of people, when they duck down the 
alley to throw away the poop bag into the 
trash can or the dumpster, they need to be 
watchful and mindful of what their dog can 
get into in those situations, whether it be bro- 
ken glass or infected rat poop,” Estes said. “In 
my experience, it’s one of the most dangerous 
places for a dog to get into something and 
where an animal can get sick.” 

The additional challenges of city walks may 
pay off in a dog’s long-term development, 
though. Exposure to more traffic, more people 
and other dogs on the sidewalk might require 
more training, but it can also give animals addi- 
tional socialization and confidence, experts say 

For Jillian Potter of Lincoln Park, walking 
her two boxer mixes in a city environment 
means when she runs errands, Bailey 7, and 
Lilly 10, get to tag along. And in a dog-friendly 
city like Chicago, they’re often rewarded for it. 

“I love taking them on our evening errands 
because there are so many dog-friendly busi- 
nesses,” said Potter, 30. “We pick up my dry 
cleaning and they get a beef stick from the dry
